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REMARKS 

OVERVIEW 

Claims 1-3 and new claim 15 are pending in this application. Claim 6 is now cancelled. 
The present response is believed to place the application in form for allowance. Reconsideration 
is respectfully requested. 
AMENDMENT 

Claim 1 is amended. The basis for the amendrnent.is found at least in the Specification at 
page 4, line 30, Figure 2 and page 5, line 6. 

Claim 15 is new. The basis for this claim is found at least in the Specification at page 5, 
line 9 and Figure 2. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 ILS.C. § 102 

Claims 1 -5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Young (U.S . 
4,002,542). Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

Young teaches a method of forming a capacitor. A capacitor has two electrodes, each of 
which has only one "termination" (see Specification, p. 4, line 31 and claim 1) that electrically 
connects each electrode to the circuit. In contrast, the present application teaches a method of 
manufacturing a film resistor. A resistor is not an electrode, and each resistor has two 
terminations that electrically connect the resistor to the circuit. (See Specification, Figure 2). 
Therefore, Young does not teach the limitation of claim 1 that requires that the metal film have 
two terminations. 

Claims 1-6 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Takamatsu et 
al. (Japan 59-262-77). Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection.
